Christopher Columbus was recoin* 
m ended to G ettysburg"Rotarians as a 
great contributor toward progress “in 
whom the idealism of the poet m in­ 
gled w nh the practical efficiency o f the 
scien tist,” by the Rev. VV.

Early in the race the crowd was

The report 
proved untrue, however, but as the 
end of the race drew near army of­ 
ficers ordered an ambulance brought 
on the field and file of soldiers took 
up positions to repel any attempt of 
spectators to rush out upon the flying 
field.
